The Edwin B. Paddock House has its ridge parallel to the streetwith — 
a projecting left front-facing gable.

Architecturally, the Edwin B. Paddock House is significant as a good 
example of Victorian Vernacular architecture with strong Gothic 
Revival influences. Victorian Vernacular features in the Paddock 
0 House include the pointed-arched attic windows, the decorative porch 
< railing, and the gable bracing. The Gothic Revival influence is 
rg shown in the steeply pitched gables, the extensive use of pointed- 
z arched forms, the gable bracing, and the turned pendants. Like other 
“ Victorian decorative woodwork, the "Carpenter Gothic" detailing of 
this house was made available and affordable by 19th-century advances 
in wood-forming technology. 
Edwin B. Paddock bought the land on which this house stands in 1875
